THE speech of Judge BALLARD, of 
the United States District Court at 
Lex.ngton, disclaiming jurisdiction 
in the cases of alleged Southern out- 
rages, deserves an attentive reading.

[tis inconceivable that Co 
can confer jurisdiction upon this 
Court to punish offences committed 
by persons in disguise, when it ean- 
not authorize it to punish the same 
offences committed by ns open- 
ly. Soalso it is not coaceivable that 
itcan authorize the punishment of 
oflences committed the public 
highway if it cannot autnorize 
their punishment when committed 
in secret places. Indeed, it seems 
that there wasan attempt by leose 
and vague language to confer a juris- 
diction which could not be confer.ed 
in direct terms, 

* * * * 

Outrages committed by persons in 
the State upon others, whetherin dis- 
“ulse or openly, are denounced, not 
sanctioned, by the laws of the State 
and the tribunals of the State are 
seeking to punish them, and, there- 
fore, Lhere is no pretense for claiming 
or asserting that this Court has an 
jurisdiction over them. These ou 
rages are extremely grievous; they 
are a disgrace to our State and to our 
civilization ; they are tarnishing the 
iair name of the State, and it is of the 
highest importance that they should 
be repressed by swift and severe pun- 
isiment; but it is also almost of 
equal im rea that they should be 
repressed by those tribunals which 
have authority over them, and not by 
those which have no jurisdiction 
over them. It is time that the peo- 
ple of the State had learned that they 
nlone are responsible for these out- 
rages, and that the authorities of the 
State should understand that to them 
belongs the duty of their suppression 
and that the United States and their 
oflicers, courts and tribunals have no 
power whatever over them. These 
oflicers and tribunals will not, I 
know, shrink from the performance 
of any duty which devolves on them; 
but they should not attempt to up- 
hold the law by violating it, nor seek 
to protect privileges guaranteed by 
the Constitution by trampling that 
(onstitution under foot.

Savannah. 
We heard an incident of the late 
war related a few daysago by a dis- 
tinguised soldier of the Confederate 
army, Which we think worth pre- 
serving. 
narrator said Gen. Sherman 
h most completely invested the 
city of Savannah. There were only 
some twelve or thirteen thousand 
troops within the fortifications which 
surrounded that city. These were 
not enough to desend it against the 
huge army under Sherman, and ‘its 
evacuation became inerely a question 
of time. Five day’s rations were all 
the provisions on hand, and it was 
necessary to retire before these were 
exhausted. Pontoons,had been laid 
down aeross the river to the South 
Carolina side, but owing tosome mis- 
take, the evacuation was delayed 
twenty-four hours after the time it 
was first ordered. 

This gave the enemy great advan- 
tage. They had already crossed over 
a considerable body o Sposa who 
were in line of battle near the road 
by which the Confederates must 
make uheir escape. This road was 
along a dam crossing a rice field. It 
was straight, and very narrow, with 
deep, wet ditches and marshy ground 
on either hand. The Federal lines 
had already been pushed fortvacd to 
the high ground and near to the 
point where this road left the rice 
fields. Should the enemy extend 
their lines so as to reach this point 
and place a single battery in position 
to oo the road, escape were iln- 

ible. 

The few of those who knew the 
position of affairs, did not sleep that 
nizht, the danger of being cut off was 
soimminent. Bythe dawn of day 
our narra.or mounted his horse and 
rode across the bridge, so as to get a 
view of the Federal position. It was 
a difticult and somewhat aangerous 
undertaking, as there was no cover 
by which he, could be concealed. 
fie, however, at length teacied a 
house, from the top of which a view 
of the troops on_ghat side of the river 
could be had.
